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THERE SHOULD BE NO WAR

Whatever may 
merits of the wars of the past, the present ter- 
rible conflict now going on between the Euporean 
countries certainly has less cause than any that 
can be thought of in modern times. Primarily 
itvis-a-war greed, of race hatred, of ay unholy 
and selfish desire upon the part of one power 
to;,encrouch upon another, to enlarge its own 
diterritory,, power, pomp and richness at the ex- 
pense of any other power less strong in arms 
and numbers. That is not true when applied to 
the rank and file of the people, who are pa- 
triotic and as good as any other human people 
anywhere, but it is the real basic reason actu- 
ating a majority of. the royal rulers of the old 
world. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that some of the 
blood-crazed war lords who have brought about 
this awful slaughter needlessly will get what is 
coming to them and be among the first to ex- 
perience personal carnage, but there is little. 
danger of that. They generally start such 
things and then look out for their own bodies, 
while the flower of manhood is shoved to the 
front to become food for the cannon’s mouth, A 

: recent example of this is that of Huerta, the 
drunken dictator of Mexico, who caused no end 
of bloodshed and disaster and then after re- 
maining in the background, drunk not only with 
wine but with lust for power, stole everything 


in sight in the national treasury and sneaked 
off to another country, leaving a blood-drenched, 


bankruptcy, affliction and death leave a trail as 
black and accursed as the crazed brain primarily 
the cause of it all. 

There is no good reason for this awful war. 
Summed up and boiled down it is a war of 
greed; a war not of the masses but of the class- 
es; a war because rulers lust for more power, 
covet the territory of their fellow man and are 
willing to kill him to get it, even though hun- 
dreds of thousands of innocent men are butcher- 
ed to do so, while countless thousands mourn in 
ruined and darkened homes. 

The divine admonition to all mankind is that 
he shall love his neighbor as himself, and the 
commandment is ‘‘Thou Shalt Not Kill,’’ but 
some of those pompous war lords with inflated 
ego care little or nothing about divine command- 


ments or anything else that is divine. Their 


wrecked and ruined country behind to bind up 
its wounds as best it can, while millions of | 
widows and orphans hunger and suffer, and 


hallucination extends even to the belief that 
they themselves are akin to divine, created by 
Almighty God to rule, to slaughter and to do 
whatever to them seems best for the day or 
hour. 
Another basic cause of this dreadful war is 
the training of those nations in the arts of war 
to an extent that it must naturally find vent 
eventually in bloodshed. Train a man to be a 
surgeon and he is not going to be satisfied until 
he saws somebody’s leg off. Train a man to be 
a dentist and he is not going to be satisfied un- 
less pulling people’s teeth out by the roots. 
Train a man to be a lawyer and he delights in 
trouble, for it brings gold and power to him 
personally. And so it is with armies and navies 
—train men to fight and they want to fight, and 
will fight at the slightest provocation, and wel- 
come the provocation. 

God pity the millions of poor men, women and 
children that must suffer the horrors of these 
wars. Theirs to be the untold agonies, death, 
want and sorrow for years and years and years, 

}j because of a militant snobocracy that should be 
eurbed by all mankind and kept within safe 
boundaries. Theirs the hearts to bleed; theirs 
the pockets to be plundered; theirs the homes to 
be but smoke and ashes around which multitudes 
of women and children gather and moisten the 
ruins and wrecks with their tears and rend the 
air to high heaven with their lamentations and 
‘woe. : 

May these present conflicts bring about such 
a change of sentiment in the brains and hearts 
of all mankind that, God willing, a race. of 
Christian people may grow up to better and 
nobler thoughts and deeds than murder, rapine, 
‘robbery, lust for pomp and power and_ blood.
